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Tribute to Walter Edgar

It is difficult for a columnist to pay adequate 
tribute to the horseman, sportsman and gentle¬ 
man who will be buried tomorrow in Loudon 
Park Cemetery. Walter A. Edgar, known 
throughout the horse world as "Jack,” was the 
finest thing in Maryland racing. 

Although only 47, Jack Edgar had been 
fatally ill for years. He was admitted to hos¬ 
pitals with despairing frequency. But he always 
came back—a little thinner, a little more wan 
but always with a smile and an outstretched 
hand. 

He made his money in the ship repair busi¬ 
ness and in real estate. His wealth was con¬ 
siderable, but he never acted it. He retired from 
the ship business five years ago and since then 
devoted himself to horse racing, and, in par¬ 
ticular, Maryland’s horse racing. 

For three years (1951 through 1953) he was 
president of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ 
Association. He could have gone on forever as 
president had his health permitted. But this 
man, who spoke only the truth, couldn’t over¬ 
come his illness. He knew as surely as his friends 
that he had but little time to live. 

Yet, when I last saw Jack Edgar on June 22 
there was nothing of defeat or despair in his 
voice. He was standing on the ground floor of 
Delaware Park s clubhouse. He had come to 
Delaware to see his three-year-old Marse Dorse 
break his maiden. 

But Marse Dorse was beaten (a half length 
at 5-1) and Jack stood talking to a friend, 
laughing at his disappointment and outlining 
future plans for the mating of his broodmares. 
He knew then he would never see another 
broodmare bred, but he wouldn’t admit it to 
himself. He had already traveled a long way 
on heart alone. 

Jack talked to me that day about mental 
telepathy and how he believed in its existence. 
He had bought Marse Dorse’s dam, Seduite! 
in foal. The next spring he sent mare and foal 
to Virginia so that Seduite could be bred to 
Endeavour II. 

"I never call up the farms and ask about my 
mares, said Jack, but one day I got to worry¬ 
ing about her. So I called up Llandollen Farm 
and inquired about the mare and foal. The farm 
manager said they were fine. The colt was the 
best looking suckling on the farm, he said. 

”1 hung up, feeling relieved, but it was only 
an hour or so later the farm manager called 
me back and told me the colt had broken his

leg in the field. How had I had that premoni¬ 
tion? It’s mental telepathy to me.” 

After the Delaware meeting, Jack went to 
the races just once. 

That was at Monmouth in early August, again 
to see Marse Dorse perform. He went to Mon¬ 
mouth from Union Memorial Hospital, saw the 
races (being all but carried into the track by 
Mrs. Edgar and his long-time friend, Alan T. 
Clarke) and returned immediately to Union 
Memorial. 

Jack never again left that hospital. 

When the Swaps-Nashua race was run two 
weeks ago, Clarke went to the hospital to watch 
the match over television with his sinking 
friend. Both men were avid Nashua rooters. 
But Edgar no longer had his speech. 

Unable to say a word, he clasped Clarkes 
hand as he sat beside his bed. Together, hand- 
in-hand, they watched their Nashua come home. 

Edgar, despite his suffering, managed a smile. 

Mrs. Edgar, utterly shaken, left the room. 

He never saw another race.

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FOUR DOWN, ONE TO GO: When Bel Air 
terminated its 1955 business on September 24, 
only Marlboro stood between the completion 
of Maryland’s minor-track season and the open¬ 
ing of Laurel on October 29. Financially, Ti- 
monium’s ten-day session was the most success¬ 
ful of the four half-mile associations’ meetings 
held to date. 

The hoary York Road plant, fifth oldest in 
the country, posted gains of 2 per cent in at¬ 
tendance and a heartening rise of 5 per cent in 
handle. A banner Labor Day crowd of 17,324 
exchanged $668,584 for mutuels tickets to 
rescue the meeting from the ordinary. 

Timojnium first opened for business Septem¬ 
ber, 1887. It has seating accommodations for 
about 5,000 fans, including benches in the in¬ 
field. Were the facilities for handling l/,000 
fans available on Labor Day, it is quite possible 
that the handle would have been considerably 
more. Libor Day is Timonium’s lifeline. As goes 
the hofiday, so goes the meeting. 

Encouraged by the response to its meeting, 
the Maryland State Fair and Agricultural So¬ 
ciety, Inc., is studying a proposed expansion 
program. A meeting of the board of directors 
to decide on blueprints for remodeling is sched¬ 
uled early in October. 

A successful meeting and a victory over the 
Federal Government in a $110,000 tax case 
paints a rosy future for the Timonium fan who 
would like a place to sit while viewing the races. 

The plan is for the grandstand to be en¬ 
larged but there are two schools of thought on 
how it should be done. One idea is to extend 
the grandstand to the south, that is, to the 
area of the paddock and racing secretary’s office. 
The alternative is a tack in the northerly di¬ 
rection—covering the concrete bleacher section. 
An announcement on the improvement program 
is expected shortly. 

BEL AIR: lone and several lesser evils held 
Bel Air to a draw. The Harford County track 
posted crowd and betting figures very close to 
last year's and were it not for threatening 
weather conditions the three-quarter-mile plant 
undoubtedly would have enjoyed a comforta¬ 
ble edge over 1954. As it was, Bel Air fared 
far better than either Cumberland and Hagers¬ 
town, both of which likewise were hampered 
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by the weather which rules the destinies of 
ten-day meetings. 

AN ’ I” FOR AN "I”: It’s a pretty safe bet' 
these days that any stakes winner whose name 
begins with ”1” is connected somewhere along 
the line with Harry Z. Isaacs’ Brookfield Farm. 
It is the custom of the Baltimore owner-breeder 
to register his horses with names beginning 
with the ninth letter of the alphabet. The latest 
of the Brookfield-breds to make the list of stakes 
winners is the two-year-old Infatuation, a bay 
filly by Rosemont out of Imacomin, by * Heliop¬ 
olis. 

Infatuation is the first foal of Imacomin, 
which won the World’s Playground and Ran- 
cocas Stakes and the Oceanport and Mermaid 
Handicaps for Mr. Isaacs. Imacomin was re¬ 
tired a good allowance victory shy of crashing 
the ranks of $100,000 winners. In winning 14 
of 53 starts she earned $96,150. 

Infatuation’s big win—it was also her first— 
came in the Margate Stakes at Atlantic City on 
August 31. First money in the six-furlong Shore 
track feature was $13,500. It raised Infatua¬ 
tion’s bankroll to $14,405, garnered through 
a win and a second in three starts. Baltimore- 
bred Ed Kelly trains the Brookfield horses and 
sent out Infatuation for her Margate win. Cana¬ 
dian-born John Choquette piloted the lass. 

HE SAVED THE DAY: The F. A. Bonsai- 
trained entry of Saratoga and Westward Ho 
was the public’s choice to win the Discovery 
Handicap at Aqueduct, September 10. On the 
basis of Saratoga’s valiant attempts to topple 
Nashua from his lofty throne, favorite players 
sent the Montpelier colt, and his running mate, 
Westward Ho, off at odds of 17 to 20. 

The chalk players collected after the race 
but not because of Saratoga’s efforts. Saratoga, 
rated the nation’s third best three-year-old, broke 
down behind turning for home, but Westward 
Ho was along in the final strides to save the 
day for the entry. 

Westward Ho, owned by Breckinridge Long, 
carried 113 pounds, 16 less than his entry-mate 
in the Discovery. His time on a fast track for 
the nine furlongs was 1:52 4/5. 

Westward Ho is a bay colt, 3, by Lochinvar- 
Loraine, by * Challenger II. He was foaled March 
24 at the Country Life Farm of John and Joe 
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SOCIAL OUTCAST, Alfred Vanderbilt's prosperous gelding, winning the Saratoga Handicap . 
Red Hannigan finished second and Parlo, third. Social Outcast has earned over $300,000 in 1955. 


Pons where Mr. Long keeps his mares. Country 
Life also is the home of Lochinvar. 

Westward Ho was unbeaten in two starts last 
year. Following the Discovery his lifetime rec¬ 
ord read: 16 starts, 7 wins, 1 second, 2 thirds 
and $64,650. At Delaware Park the Maryland- 
bred won the Kent Stakes. His other added- 
money placings were thirds in the Governors 
Gold Cup and Lamplighter Handicap. 

He is out of the Bowie Breeders Stakes win¬ 
ner, Loraine, which won $18,765 during her 
racing career. Westward Ho is his dam’s first 
foal. It was fitting that a Maryland-bred colt 
should win the stakes named after the State’s 
patriarch stallion. 

FROM THE SAME MOLD: It is good to 
see the Little Beans-Nellie Mowlee breeding in 
the headlines once more. Followers of Mary¬ 
land’s racing fortunes will recall that this same 
mating begot La Corredora, one of the finest 
mares to come along in years. She was bred 
at Alan T. Garke’s Huntington Farm and, in 
the colors of her breeder-owner Mrs. Marian 
W. O’Connor, La Corredora won more than 
$150,000 before tendon trouble forced her into 
retirement. 

When Little Beans moved from Maryland 
to stand at Norman W. Hall’s farm at Norfolk. 
Massachusetts, Mrs. O’Connor sent Nellie Mow¬ 
lee north to be mated with the Mirafel stal¬ 
lion. The product of that 1953 union is Land 
o’ Liberty, a bay filly, winner of the New Eng¬ 
land Futurity at Rockingham, September 17. 

Land o’ Liberty, which ran fourth to Infatua¬ 
tion in the Margate after having beaten the 
Brookfield filly in her previous race, has earned 
$12,385 while winning twice and placing second 
twice in six starts. Carl Hanford, who trained 
La Corredora, also conditions her young sister. 
Veteran Basil James was aboard the Chevy 
Chase-owned filly in the Futurity. Land o’ Liberty 
led most of the way but was all out to hold 
off H. A Kimball’s Kingtown, a son of Alaking. 


in the drive. Her margin at the wire was a 
narrowing nose. 

A PRINCE AMONG MEN: Maryland rac¬ 
ing lost valued counsel, a competent leader and 
a staunch friend when Walter A. Edgar suc¬ 
cumbed to a long illness September 11 at Union 
Memorial Hospital. The three-time president 
of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association, 
whose warm smile and engaging manner en¬ 
deared him to all who came his way, was but 
47 when he died. He loved racing and racing 
loved him; he was a prince among men. 

BEATIN’ THE GATE: At Timonium R. O. 
Read’s Gala Cravat, a two-year-old Cravat geld¬ 
ing trained by Louis Pascal, won a seven-fur¬ 
long race one afternoon and the following 
morning was entered in a show ring class for 
Thoroughbreds suitable to become hunters. He 
placed third and might have been pinned high¬ 
er had he not been in racing trim. . . . Danny 
Shea is breaking 12 of the Belair Stud yearlings 
for Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons at Merryland Farm. 

. . . Willie Clark is out to take the Maryland 
minor-track championship. . . . Nashua will be 
returned to Belair Stud at Bowie to be freshened 
before being shipped to Florida. ... A half- 
brother, Idle Rocks, by Rockefella, to the Blue 
Peter-Idle Curiosity colt Larry MacPhail sold 
to Miss Eleanora Sears for $43,000 at Saratoga 
recently won England’s time-honored classic for 
two-year-olds, the Gimcrack Stakes. . . . Frank 
D. Christmas, whose wife, Anne contributes to 
the Maryland Horse, has been engaged as 
trainer for the Barclay Stable owned by John 
McShain. The crack two-year-olds, Polly’s Jet 
and * Aughill, head the Philadelphia-owned out¬ 
fit.... Bubola Mowlee won three races for Alan 
T. Clarke at Pimlico last spring but paid off 
in four doubles.

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Eligibility Rule 

Jack Boniface, secretary of the Maryland- 
Delaware division of the HBPA, wishes to re¬ 
mind horsemen planning cn racing at Laurel 
and Pimlico fall meetings of the rule which 
reads as follows: 

'Any horse three years old and up running 
in a race carrying a purse of less than $1,500, 
since July 1 prior to the opening of a meeting 
on any of the Maryland mile tracks, will be 
ineligible to be entered in any race at Bowie. 
Laurel, or Pimlico unless said horse has finished 
first, second or third in a race carrying a purse 
of $1,500 or more since July 1 prior to the 
opening of any meeting at a Maryland mile 
track.” 

The above rule was amended last spring at 
Bowie to read four-year-olds and up in order 
to permit the two-year-olds of 1954 to qualify. 
Boniface wishes to point out that the rule goes 
back to its original reading with the opening 
of the fall season in Maryland. In explaining 
the rule, Boniface wishes horsemen to under¬ 
stand that if a horse qualifies once under the 
rule, he therefore remains eligible regardless 
of the type of purse he might run for after 
his qualifying race.

A BOUT the time I was learning that there 
are gentlemen willing to accommodate 
those who wish to be financially represented in 
sporting events involving horses, I heard some¬ 
body say that the Scale of Weights favored 
three-year-olds in the fall. As years rolled by, 
and I had my first drink of Scotch whiskey, it 
was a pretty dull autumn when somebody didn’t 
come out and prove statistically (with lament¬ 
ably lean statistics) that the three-year-olds 
were getting the best of it in weight-for-age 
races. 

This credo grew, but it never caused me 
much concern. Why don’t people keep quiet 
I thought, and make fortunes betting on fa¬ 
vored three-year-olds. 

Later, I began to look into the thing and 
found that three-year-olds beat older horses any 
time of the year—if they were good enough 
three-year-olds. And they whipped their elders 
in handicaps, but nobody said the handicappers 
favored the three-year-olds. 

As those who was hollering that the older 
horses were getting the worst of it used the 
Jockey Club Gold Cup as evidence, I made a 
careful study of that race. 

My research indicated that good three-year- 
olds win their share and that the more three- 
year-olds there are in races, the more races will 
be won by three-year-olds. 

I was convinced that a weight switch of two 
or three pounds in favor of the older horses 
wouldn t have changed the result of two races 
in the last 20 years. 

I stopped people in the streets to tell them 
that a slight rearrangement of the Scale wouldn’t 
make five cents worth of difference and pointed 
out that somebody always is trying to change 
something. ® 

But the scale was done over. 

Now, Nashua gets himself licked in the Sys- 
onby, and what do we hear? 

The scale favors the older ones! 

Here we go again.

Marlboro Next 

Once again Maryland’s fall racing becomes 
a reality with the opening of Marboro Race 
Course in Southern Maryland. On October 5 
at 1:30 p.m., eight thoroughbreds will answer 
the call of Starter Eddie Blind. The voices of 
some eight thousand fans will, by habit, be¬ 
low—'They’re Off”—by the second race, the 
Maryland fall racing program will be in full 
swing. Once again, Marlboro will wear her 
garland of tradition with simplicity and charm. 

As the lovely Southern Maryland fields have 
become famous for decades in the yield of their 
tobacco, so too have its Southern Maryland race¬ 
tracks helped produce, develop and present to 
the racing fan, the high-spirited American 
thoroughbred horse. Historical Marlboro Race 
Course takes pride in its association and the 
part it has played. Breeding and racing of the 
thoroughbred is an inherent attribute of the 
true Marylander. 

Marlboro is ready. The colorful and com¬ 
fortable Prince George County racing plant has 
been completely repainted. A new ladies lounge 
established in the mezzanine betting area for 
the grandstand patrons. Improved parking ar¬ 
rangements have been developed. 

The little riders on the minor track circuit 


will have a completely new locker quarter. All 
modern and convenient new offices have been 
relocated and modernly constructed for the 
Maryland Racing Commission, stewards, racing 
secretary and his clerks, horsemen room and 
horsemen’s bookeeper’s office. These offices 
have been designed for efficiency and comfort. 
These changes give extra space for the public 
in the betting area. 

Racing at Marlboro has been moved from 
the middle of September into October from 
the 5th to 15th inclusive for 1955. The man¬ 
agement, ever looking forward and with the 
public’s comfort first and foremost in mind, has 
enclosed the rear of the grandstand seating area 
with shutter-type lubers, which can be opened 
on warm afternoons and closed if the day is 
cool or chilly. 

Racing Secretary, J. Fred Colwill, has again 
arranged an attractive racing program. One de¬ 
signed with better purses for better horses. 
Marlboro being the last of the Minor track 
meetings will bring together the champions of 
the circuit together with the better mile track 
horses, preparing for he Laurel Race Meeting 
which follows Marlboro.

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The Maryland State Fair, as always, was a 
playground for young and old urbanites and 
sububanites all the amusement of their choice. 
There was fun for all—horseracing, midway, 
livestock and farm products exhibits, farm 
machinery and equipment displays, home¬ 
makers’ exhibits, etc. As usual, the largest crowds 
were where the horses and ponies were. Knowl¬ 
edgeable, interested spectators gathered about 
the enclosure to witness the awarding of prizes 
and to applaud the winners. From the pony 
shows to pulling contests, all horse events were 
well patronized. 

The half-breds were judged the first day, get¬ 
ting away at 10:00 with Mr. Charles J. Barrie 
of Teaneck, New Jersey, judging. The first class, 
for broodmares suitable to produce hunters, went 
to that grand old mare, Story Teller, last year’s 
Champion. 

Winner of the Three-Year-Old class, Out of 
Print, owned by Thomas F. Maher, Jr., of Catons- 
ville, went on to be the 55 Champion, with 
Mr. Maher’s four-year-old gelding, Rebound, 
getting the Reserve ribbon. Linky Smith did 
a good job showing Out of Print.

One day there were two gray 
horses in the ring in a class of about six being 
judged. Two little boys had been hanging over 
the rail watching when finally the youngest wide- 
eyed youngster asked, ’’Which one is Native 
Dancer?” 

It was another ’’great” State Fair.

The St. Leger and Doncaster 

Philip dcButgh-O'Btfeo 


Lady Zia Wemher’s Meld—the filly magnifi¬ 
cent—won her third classic of the season when 
scoring in the St. Leger, run September 7. She 
thus becomes the first filly since Pretty Polly 
(1904) to win a Triple Crown, although Sun 
Chariot did win three substitute classics during 
the war, when they were held at Newmarket. 

Her Majesty was obviously delighted at Meld’s 
success. 

The filly is trained at Freemason Lodge by 
Capt. Boyd-Rochfort, who is her own trainer. 
Lady Wernher, who received warm congratula¬ 
tions from Royalty, is the first woman ever to 
have won the St. Leger. Meld, with £43,171 won 
in two seasons, leads the fillies for an alltime 
record. In racing’s hall of fame she is now 
bracketed with Pretty Polly, Sceptre, La Fletche, 
Sun Chariot, great race fillies of the past, in 
Britain. 

Up to race day, every effort had been made 
to prevent Meld’s catching the widespread 
coughing epidemic. Nevertheless, she actually 
had the cough upon her when she won, a fact 
that was withheld from Jockey Harry Carr. It 


explains why she did not win in her usual whirl¬ 
wind fashion. She ran a cool, courageous race, 
and was never in danger of defeat. 

As in so many British races, action was con¬ 
fined to the final furlongs. Two hundred yards 
from the finish Meld went past the pacemaking 
Beau Prince in such effortless manner that the 
race appeared over. Here, the erratic Nucleus 
put in a strong challenge, with rider Lester 
Piggott trying to come through between Meld 
and the rails. Not satisfied with the room space, 
he switched to the outside, failing to> get up, 
and being beaten by three parts of a length. 
Beau Prince, ridden by Boullenger, was three 
lengths off, third. 

An objection lodged by Piggott for alleged 
interference, was overruled by the stewards and 
the deposit money confiscated for a "frivolous 
appeal.’’ Bred at the Summaries Stud, Meld, 
which has now won the 1,000 Guineas, Oaks 
and St. Leger classics, is by Alycidon, out of 
Daily Double, by Fair Trial. Probably, she has 
run her last race. It is intended to send her forth¬ 
with to her owner’s stud.

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Best two-year-old winner of the season was 
the Rous Stakes winner, Sarissa, trained by 
Prendergast. She won all her races in Ireland, 
including the Phoenix Plate. Another impressive 
Doncaster winner was Princely Gift, four-year- 
old son of *Nasrullah and Blue Gem. Under 
top weight, he won the Portland Handicap by 
four lengths. 

To the Irish, the defeat of Panaslipper in the 
one-mile Scarborough Stakes was a sore blow. 
He failed by a head in a photo-finish, to give 
six pounds to the six-year-old. Tip the Bottle. 
Rider Charlie Smirke gave one of the greatest 
performances of his career on the winner, in 
receipt of more than a stone better than weight- 
for-age conditions. Nevertheless, Panaslipper, 
though he battled stoutly, may not be as good 
as we once thought, and I cannot really fancy 
him at Laurel. In my view, the Directors of the 
Irish National Stud showed poor judgment in 
running him in such a comparatively unimpor¬ 
tant race, and under such weight disadvantages. 

Few American buyers were seen at the Don¬ 
caster Yearling Sales this year. Most prominent 
was Mr. John McShain, of Philadelphia, who 
made a number of purchases; besides acquiring 
the good mare, Star Telegrams (in foal to Tul- 
yar) which formerly raced well for the Hubert 
Hartigan stable in Ireland. 

The Irish St. Leger, run at the Curragh, Sep¬ 
tember 14, was won by Mrs. E. J. King’s Dia¬ 
mond Slipper (His Slipper-Narina) by a half- 
length from Cobetto. Nile Bird was third, four 
lengths back. It was indeed a cut-up classic field, 
not up to previous standards. Most of the horses 
were not suited to the grueling 14 furlongs. 
The winner, trained by Hugh Nugent (son of 
the owner), was an outsider in the betting at 
100 to 8. Roger Poincelet on the runner up, tried 
hard, but Mrs. King’s runner was a stout winner.

Dion K. Kerr 

Dion K. Kerr, Sr., nationally known horse¬ 
man, died on August 25 at his Rockville home 
after a lingering illness. He was 72 years of 
age and had been identified with Thoroughbred 
horses and racing for more than a half century. 
Born in Washington, D. C., Mr. Kerr lived most 
of his life in Virginia’s Warrenton area. He at¬ 
tended Princeton University. 

Son of a Washington surgeon, Mr. Kerr, in 
his youth, was a gentleman steeplechase jockey 
at Belmont Park, Bennings, Woodbine and other 
organized tracks as well as at hunt and steeple¬ 
chase meetings at various points. 

He bred, owned and trained Thoroughbreds, 
both in the steeplechase and flat racing fields, 
and at one time conducted a public stable. 
Among others he trained for D. C. Sands, John 
Hay Whitney, Mrs. James Curtis, George Gar¬ 
rett and John A. Manfuso. For the last named, 
he conditioned Aneroid, one of the handicap 
stars of the 1930’s and winner of upwards of 
$100,000 in purse money as one of the stakes 
rivals of Seabiscuit. 

Mr. Kerr is survived by two sons, Dion K. 
Kerr, Jr., who has had considerable success as 
a breeder, owner and trainer, and Hugh A. Kerr, 
and two brothers, Dr. Harry H. Kerr, retired 
chief of staff at Washington’s Garfield Hospital, 
and C. C. Kerr, of West Orange, N. J. 

Walter A. Edgar 

Walter A. Edgar, 47, Baltimore business man 
and breeder of Thoroughbred racehorses, died 
early on September 11 at Union Memorial Hos¬ 
pital after a lengthy illness. 

Mr. Edgar was associated with the General 
Ship Repair Company of Baltimore for almost 
20 years. When he retired in 1950, he was 
secretary-treasurer, and a partner of the firm. 

An ardent sports enthusiast for many years, 
he purchased his country estate, Woodlawn, in 
Howard county, in 1943. 

At Woodlawn, Mr. Edgar raised racehorses 
that ran on all the major racetracks along the 
Eastern seaboard. 

Prince Dare, one of Mr. Edgar’s better known 
Thoroughbreds, won the $50,000 Maryland 
Gold Cup at Bowie in 1952. 

From 1951-1953, he was president of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association. Mr. 
Edgar also owned the All-View Golf Course, 
near Ellicott City, Howard county.

Despite two hurricanes—Connie and Diane, 
remember?—Ocean Downs Raceway, terminal 
track of the Maryland harness circuit, had one 
of the most successful meetings in its history. 
Attendance and handle were well up over last 
year and the racing produced two new track 
records and a national season’s mark. 

A crowd of well over 9,000 tured out for 
the final night of racing at the seashore track, 
which coincided with the farewell appearance 
of the trotters and pacers in the Free State this 
season. The resultant handle of $222,857 was 
a new single night wagering record and upped 
the total handle for the meet to $2,862,070. 
Total attendance reached 118,548. 

Officials considered the average nightly at¬ 
tendance of 5,911 and handle of $143,103, noth¬ 
ing short of phenomenal in view of the weather 
which harassed the track towards the end of the 
meet. 

The new track records as well as the national 
mark came during the 4-day period in which 
the Eastern Shore oval staged its own modest 
version of harnessdom’s Grand Circuit competi¬ 
tion, highlighted by the four rich stakes for two- 
and three-year-olds of the several gaits. 

Jimmy Lybrook, two-year-old trotting geld¬ 
ing owned and driven by D. J. Lybrook of Ad¬ 
vance, N. G, soared to a new track record and 
the nation’s season’s record of 2:10 for the age 
and gait in one of the dashes of the $6,516 trot 
of the Ocean Downs Raceway Stake No. 2. 

Dance Me Loose, sophomore son of Adios, the 
phenomenal sire of such wonder horses as Adios 
Boy and Adios Harry, carried off both dashes 
of the $4,106 Ocean Downs Stake No. 1 for 
three-year-old pacers. Owned by Dr. L. C. Rees 
of Millersville, Pa., and driven by El Myer, the 
young speedster paced one of the mile heats in 
2:04 4/5 for a new track record in his category. 

The swiftest performance of the meet was 
Snipe Reward’s smashing 2:02 3/5 triumph in 
the $3,000 Gunther Trophy headliner. Owned 
by J. M. Davis of Clayton, Del., and driven by 
his nephew Olin Davis, Snipe Reward is a 4- 
year-old gelding by Quick Reward. 

It was the pacer’s fourth win in five feature 
starts, and definitely established him as one 
of the most outstanding performers to emerge 
from Maryland competition this season. The 
2:02-3/5 was 3/5 second off the Ocean Downs 
track mark of 2:02 set last year by world’s 
champion Trustful Hanover. 

A New York invader, Dailey Gallon, turned 
in the fastest trotting mile of the meet in the 
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Ship Cafe Trophy feature, clocked in 2:06. 

Pat Hubbard, popular Harrington, Del., 
reinsman, came up with a triple on closing night 
to win the leading driver honors. He had 10 
wins, 9 seconds and 1 third for an average of 
.383 by the Universal Driver Rating System. 
Jack Smith was runner-up, followed by Jack 
Willcutts. 

General Manager S. Rudy Brittingham was 
extremely pleased with the success of the meet 
from every aspect, but particularly the four 
Ocean Downs stakes. Before the meeting was 
over, he announced the Oceans Downs Raceway 
Stake No. 3 for trotters and pacers, to be held 
for two-year-olds next season and for the same 
horses as three-year-olds in 1957. The estimated 
value of the stakes is $8,000. 

KEEPING PACE: James M. Lynch, general 
manager of Rosecroft Raceway and Race Sec¬ 
retary at Ocean Downs Raceway, will also serve 
as Race Secretary at Brandywine Raceway in 
Wilmington, Del., for the 30-night meet start¬ 
ing September 17 at that track. The burly Bos¬ 
ton Irishman is cooking up a match between 
Adios Harry, the world’s fastest pacer, and his 
half-brother and arch rival Adios Boy for 
Brandywine's $15,000 Good Time Pace. . . . 
Hillsota, Maryland’s top free-for-all campaigner, 
lost his world record for the mile-and-a-half 
distance to the all-conquering Adios Harry in 
the $35,000 Nassau Pace at Roosevelt Raceway. 
Harry covered the distance in 3:04-3/5, knock¬ 
ing 1/5 second off the Marylander’s mark. . . . 
Adios Boy, winner of Maryland’s "Triple 
Crown” trophy, has defeated Adios Harry in 
two $25,000 features thus far this season. . . . 
Joe Eyler, popular Thurmont, Md., reinsman, 
lost a real gem in Royal O’Boy, the fine 4-year- 
old stallion he had to destroy at Ocean Downs 
after the pacer broke an ankle in winning a 
feature. The horse was buried in the track in¬ 
field, amid elaborate ceremonies on closing 
night. . . . Earl Wagner of Landover Hills, Md., 
owner of Maryland’s retired world champion 
Hi-Lo’s Forbes, thinks he has another champion 
in Miracle Earl, three-year-old full brother of 
Hi-Lo’s. . . . Brandywine Raceway in Wilming¬ 
ton will stage a $10,000 three-year-old trot in 
memory of Maryland’s late great harness horse¬ 
man and founder of Rosecroft Raceway, Wil¬ 
liam E. Miller. . . . Quick Chief, holder of the 
Maryland state record of 2:02-4/5 for three- 
year-old pacers, set at Laurel Raceway this sea¬ 
son, recently won the $71,000 Cane Futurity 
at New York’s Yonkers Raceway. The pacer’s 
next and greatest challenge—the $70,000 Little 
Brown Jug classic. 
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Dr. Hulbert Young Dead 

Dr. Hulbert Young, veterinarian for the 
Maryland Racing Commission for 15 years, 
died on September 19, at his Wards Chapel, 
Baltimore County, home after a lingering ill¬ 
ness. 

Dr. Young was 76 years old and became ill 
shortly after the close of the 1954 racing sea¬ 
son. 

Prior to joining the staff of the Maryland 
commission, he taught at the veterinary school 
of George Washington University and was a 
health inspector for the District of Columbia.
